CHINESE IMMIGRATION, 

The California Legislature have ap- 
pointed a commission to take ovidonco as 
to the effect of Chinese immigriitioii ou 
the white population of thut Ktato. Tho 
testimony has beun published iu piimpbh t 
form, it is decidedly unfuvornblo to tbo 
Chinese. It is shown that ton Ckiuese 
can subsist on less than is required to 
maiutain a man and wife. Thut tbeir 
women are sold at an early ago into slav- 
ery and for the vilest purposes. That 
mere children are enticed into dens of 
prostitution and there polluted and diseas- 
ed. That seivunt girls and laboiois, 
•nd frequently skilled workmen, inu crowd 
ed out of bJtuotions by ttio Uhinoao b''- 
oause the latter can afltbcd to work for 
less wages. Fathers of families raiuiug 
from iiO to HGO a month have been sup- 
planted by Cuinese who work for S20 and 
830. The idea of a Clui:>iiiU)i/.ed China 
man is rtgurded as an abmirdity, a l ara 
avis; and the whole teudeaoy of tlie eyi- 
denoe is to show that the presence of the 
Chinese in a civilized country is demora- 
lizing to all classei and dcstruativo to 
•white labor. Just at this time there is u 
strong uuti-Cbiue.^o ai^italiou gdiu!,' on in 
Calilornia. An Irishtuan uaiaeil Kearno> 
and two Enf.li.-'hmon liavu c-ulied into be- 
ing a workingmau's party, whoso uiott<i is 
••The Chinese must go, "and whoso emblem 
is "a hangman's noose." These uies bavt- 
indulged in some very strung language 
towards tht) employers of Ubmese labor, 
tho autboiitina uuil the gieat capitalists 
who have built up giant mauopolies 
Tueir languaae is incendiary ; but Kjanioy 
& Co. Uave only followed lUe Addisonian 
practice of caHing a epade a spade. 
Tliey have been driven to desperation by 
■want, and wben they see tbe CUinete em 
ployed whilst they and their families go 
unemployed and hungry, tueir exuspoia 
tion 18 not to be wondered at. Not only 
do the workmgmen lose directly by the 
employment of Ghiuese to the exclusion 
•f white labor, but the whole community 
snffera If ten Chinese can subsist on les^ 
than it costs to keep a man and wife, 
it will be understood that it takes tive 
Chinese coosnmerM to equal one wliito 
man or woman in value to a community 
If tbere are 100,000 Chinese without 
families in employment on this Coast the 
Coast is worse off 'than if 5,0U0 white 
men with families took their place* to- 
morrow. Tb'j case against "John" bristles 
with arguments, and it rests with onr 
legislators to apply a remedy so far as 
this Province is concerned. 

BBIXISH INDIA. 



A statistloal abatrapt relating to British 
India preseated'to Parliament was recent- 
ly issaed. '. It appears that tbe area under 
British admioistration is 909,834 miles, 
■wilh a population of, 191,065,445. The 
native states comprise 578,052 miles, and 
• population of 48,233,978. iDcladicg tlie 
French and Portuguese possession, tbe 
total area of all India is l,48-i,150 square 
miles, with a population of 239,978 595. 
Of the 191,000,000 inhabitants of British 
India, tbe religious denominations ar 
given as follows: Hindoos, 139,343,520; 
Sikhs, 1,174,436; Mohamme(lan;<, 40,bU7, 
125; Bnd.lhi>ts and Jains. 2,832,851 ;Uhris 
tians, 897,682; others. 5.417,804 and "le 
ligion not known," 532,227. 



The European Sitnatioa After Plevna 

[Firls Oorrcipondonco ot tho Neir York Nation J 

It seems as if the rule of numbers 
was invading war ns well as politics; 
the new Eystem of warfare requires 
immense armies, capable of envclopitif^ 
any position, an army, opposed tu it. 
The moral, individual quulitieH of tbe 
soldier seem to be becoming less im- 
portant. Take the roost stupid soldier, 
place him in a rifle-pit, give bim an 
excellent gun and plenty of cartridges, 
suppose him to be an atom among 
thousands of other atoms equally du- 
Btructive, and you cau produce the 
most terrible effects with eloi-'ienta in 
them&elves inferior. A Moltke, ii 
Todleben, will play at war as we piny 
at bhesB. "Fur be it from me to depre- 
ciate tho&o moral qualities which, at a 
given time or given point, can still 
pluy an itn|)orlant part. IL h> ■ ihh to 
me, however, that war is bti.;oming 
altered in its character, that it now 
requires cool atratc^'islH, able to iiiovo 
enormous mas-ics of men. I say it 
with regret, bucauHe tliobu cundttioiiH 
seem to impose U[)ou all the civilized 
nations of iCuropu tbe eystciu of coiu- 
2)ul8ory and universal military service; 
all the nations which take so much 
pnde in their civilization must [)eiforci- 
become armed iialioub. En^'laud, 
isolated in her isLiml, may perhaps 
escape this necessity, espccinlly if .sbu 
contrives to make in ludia a nursery 
of soldiers. Her iiroiy, in order to be 
very eflFective, need not be composed 
exclusively of British soldiers; it only 
requires English cotniniiuders and offi- 
cers, English dibicipliuo and English 
arms. Tho military teuchings ol the 
present war between ihe Turks and 
the BaBSiaaa throw a sort of ({loom 
over the future of Europe. The friends 
of civilisation oauoot help being satis- 
fied in seeing a race of couquerors who 
have been a curse to the finest parts of 
Europe fallen from their old glory, and 
threatened in Cousta itinople itself. 
And tbe Turks ought to be driven baok 
to Asia iViinor. New states would ebon 
flourish in the valley of the Danube; 
Greece, assuming tho proportions of a 
real esttSite, would soon become an im- 
portant empire; the Rouiuaniaiifj, who 
have ehown real military, qualities, 
migbt become agents of civilization in 
the went of Europe. But the satisfac- 
tion which can bo felt at such prospocts 
ia diminished by tho vision of a Europe 
which will bo perforce in ai-ms from 
one oud to tho other. Till tho new 
equilibrium is found wliich must take 
the place of the old, till time has _ 
soothed the passions and augers whioh | 



are now felt, the rising generations 
will all be taught the art of war, and 
enormous forces will be permanently 
wasted. The last work of civilisation 
will be a state of perpetual (real or 
virtual) warfare. What, under these 
circumstances, will be thefuturo of the 
few small states which are still in ex- 
istence? What can be the chanco of 
Belgium, of Holland, of Switezrlaud, 
ot Denmark, in this great struggle for 
life of ardent, ambitions, and* uusuiu- 
pulous uatioualitiosV "L'Enrope,quollo 
est cetto fomme?" once said Porcade, 
in one of his luminous chronicles in 
the Revue des Deux Moudes. He 
was right; this Europe, known by tho 
statesmen and tlio diplomatists of past 
times, no longer exists; and who can 
doubt that force will be a necessary 
ageut of the transformation of tbe Eu- 
ropean states'? 

I have always believed in what is 
called the alliance of the three emper- 
ors. At the time wben it was the 
fashion to represent the Germanic and 
the Russian interests as necessarily 
hostile, I (lid not doubt that there was 
a couiplete understanding between 
tiio men who can direct the policy of 
Cieruiaiiy and tho policy of Russia. 
At tbo time when Klaczko wrote his 
book, "Tbe Two Chancellors," I did 
not believe that he would succeed in 
his eObrt to separate Germany and 
Russia. He there represented Russia 
us having been completely outwitted 
by Prince Bismarck, after baving been 
his tool during tbo war of Sadowii and 
the French sviu ; but Priucu Bismarck 
notwithstanding the groat antipathy 
which is felt in Germany towards Rus- 
sia, especially among the Liberals, not- 
withstanding the fidelity of many 
statesmen to tho old MetternichiaQ 
doctrines, entered into a close alliance 
with Russia, and did so with hia usual 
frankness — a frankness the brutality 
of which is as often deceitful as 
duplicity. He drew Austria by a gentle 
compulsion into the allianoe. I think 
that I am not much mistaken if I 
afliiin that all was orranged more than 
two years ago, in the expectation of 
Russia's victory over Turkey, between 
Germany, Russia, and Austria-Hun- 
gary. Nothing was arranged in view 
of a possible defeat. ' Russia took all 
the risks on herself; if she had suffered 
an irreparable' defeat, she would have 
been obliged to cross the Danube 
without any compensation for her 
gre.it sncriiices. The alliance of Ger- 
many was only intended to guarantee 
tu her the neutrality of the other Euro- 
pean powers. In case of victory, 
however, I have reason to believe that 
something approaching a positive 
agreement has Ijeeu prepared. There 
is nothing in common between Poland 
and Turkey; what has been prepared 
resembles, however, the famous parti- 
tion of Poland. In this case tbe three 
allies will not make conquests, noi in- 
crease considerably tbeir own posses- 
ions; new States will be formed which 
will be placed under tbe guarantee or 
protectorate of the allies. Even before 
the war broke out Prince, Charles of 
Hoheuzollern had made a convention 
with the Czar for the passage of the 
Russian armies; the Roumanians have 
fought bravely by tho side of tho Rus- 
3 ans, and Bucharest is likel}- to bccoino 
tho capital of an important Dauubian 
iState, perhaps of a Danubian kingdom, 
which will cease to be under tbe nom- 
inal vassalage of the Commander of 
the Faithful. The conduct of Count 
Audrassy has taken by surpiiso the 
f I lends as well as Mio enemies of 
Austria. While tho Magyars made 
demonstrations in favour of the Turks, 
tbe Slavs were not allowed to show 
their sympathies for Servia; there was 
no desire at Vienna to encourage tbe 
rebellion of a considerable body of 
Slavs. When tho settlement of the 
Eastern question approaches, these 
apparent inconsistencies will be ex- 
plained. Count Andrassy was in the 
secret of the Emperors; ho culmed 
Austria at a lime when any inovcaient 
of Austna-Huugar}' would have beou 
iiiiuriouH to tbo Russian projects 
Austria-Hungary will have her reward, 
and Lshould be surprised if there was 
not in the Imperial family an Arch- 
duke all ready to do in Bosnia, H(;r- 
zegovina, Serviii,' and (^von Bu);,'iria, 
what tbe Prince of Hohonzolleru hud 
to do on tbe Lower Danube.

Thabar of gold valued atS163.57 obtain- 
ed by crushing six tons and 368pounda of 
quartz from tho ontcrop of the Persevor- 
anco mine, iidjdining; tijo Wilkinson shaft, 
was brought ilowuliist ovonmg by J5iir- 
nnrd'3 express uutl muy bo scon at Rod- 
ferD'n jewelry store. Tho yield is about 
$26.50 to the ton, excolleut and profitable 
pay. The ore AVas hauled over the snow 
on band-sleds. A correspondent writes 
• ns under date of Barlcervillo. Jan. 2Gth: 

"I send tills trip tho bar obtniued from 
6 tons audyOS pounds of rock iu tho Per- 
severance Co.'s mino on lha Pomoroy 
l«de. The company tlonntwaut to sell 
tho mine nor do tht^y want to soil a lot of 
shares as working capital; but thoy do 
want to raise enough to put up a 20-bt«nip 
mill fitted for saving free gold.

At Cariboo great cunfidenco is felt in 
the future of tho country. Scarcely a 
man or woman with a few hundreds to 
spare can be feuud in that part of the 
ProTinoa who does not own shares in a 
quartz claim. Labor is already scarce, as 
every man there either already owns a 
claim or is engaged in tbo endeavor to 
discover one. Several companies aro al- 
ready doing good work. Tho St. Lawrontz 
and American are driving a tunnel on 
their claim tlirongh which a team could 
.berdilven. Cariboo shares have been 
sold as high qh S6. Acomiiany known as 
the Lord and Lady Dufforiu are reported 
to have struck tlio lodge crossing Groiiso 
Greek, and ledges have been traced as far 
M Antler.

(Bafoca U. 0. Coartuey, E^q., P.M.) 

Wbombsdat, Feb. 6th. 
Jamas Kelly, charged by Gilbert Tom- 
kins with attempting td oommit.v highway 

robbery. 

Gilbert Tomkins, being sworn, said that 
as ho was going home last night about 
10:30 o'clock when opposite his shop on 
Johnson stree't, next to Bunster's brewe- 
ry, two men assaulted him, one striking 
him on the loft shoulder, knocking him 
down, and the other taking him by tho 
legs; while on tho ground ono of them 
tried tOjSa^his.ijaoutb; they then attempt- 
ed to rob him; identifiod the prisoner as 
one of the man who assaulted him; saw 
him atthe Adelphiaalooa earlier' ill the 
evening together with another man; in 
defending himself tore one of the men's 
coats about tho collar, Bimihir to the tear 
in the prisonor'a coat; after witnooa 
screamed out tho two prisoners ran oil' 
across a vacant lot on Johnson street. 

In answer to the prisoner — Did not see 
the prisoner till he grabbed witness; it 
was very dark at the tiino of tho assault 
but felt certain that prisoner was one of 
tho men; would swear that ho tore the 
cent of one of the men; prisoner was one 
of the man who ran across tho lot; saw 
him chained to a policeman who came uji 
and asked him what was the matter; told 
him, and he said. he. had oanght one of 
them. 

Prisoner— How could tho policoman 
tell that I was tho man who knocked you 
down when it was about 100 yarus from 
you that he arrosled rao?^ 

Witness— What were you running for 
at that time of night? 

Prisoner— I 'was not running; thare 
were a number of persons round there. 

Witness— No! thoro was no ono beaidos 
you two. 

In aubwor to tho Siijii rinteudeut— Had 
botwean 31500 and 61C00 with him, and a 
gold watch and chi.iu; had taken tho mo- 
ney from his house; bad the said money 
in tho brcntt pocket of his coat; cannot 
s«y whether the prisoner saw tlie monoy 
or not; afterwards deposited tho money at 
the Adelplii saloon. 

D. W. Higgins, being sworn, said that 
about 10:30 o'clock last night ho was 
walking down Yutee .street to his olUco 
and met OfBcer Lindsay opx'csitu Leech's 
block; walked along a short distance when 
they heard cries far help in the direction 
of Johnson ttreet; OtEcer Lind.say ran 
across tho street and witness followed; the 
crieB had ceased by the time wituenn pot 
acroflB tho street, and ha then heard Ofll- 
cer Lindsay call out to him to " stop that 
man;" heard someone coming acroBS the 
lot, but it was so dark oould not sea who 
it was; pretently a Man about 20 feet dis- 
tant from him ran out of the lot on to tho 
sidewalk; saw him by tlio light, of the 
gas lamp; followed him a short distance, 
when Officer Lindsay called to witness 
aud he then went and helped the ofllcer 
handcuff the prisons.'.-; took him round 
on to Johnson otrei t, whore they saw Mr. 
Tompkins who said he had been garroted; 
before reaching Tomkins the prisoner 
asked what was the matter? aud saiii that 
he had done nothing but was merely run- 
ning across the lot with a friend; when 
Tomkins accused him of assaulting and 
trying to rob him prisoner said, "it's all 
your own fault; why did you buckagainst 
" Officer Lindsay then took the pri- 
soner to gaol. 

OlBcer Lindsay, being sworn, said that 
about 10:30 p. m. yesterday he was on 
duty on i'ates street in front of Leech's 
cabins; walked back a few yards with the 
last witness when suddenly ho hoard 
shouts for help iu the direction of John- 
son street; ran over, and about 80 yards 
from Yates street in the diroctiun of Juhn- 
son street saw two men running from tho 
direction of Mr. Tomkins' blacksmith 
shop; when Kelly oanae np witness stop- 
ped him; noticed that the prisoner made 
several attempts acrtJsB his b roast to catch 
bis coat collar, which oncloser in.spection 
witnais found was torn; also noticed that 
the priiouer carried tiis hat iu his hand; 
ho aeemud quite excited and breathed 
heavily; while this was happeniog tho 
other man ran past, nnd witness called to 
Mr. Higgins to stop liim; the man shied 
ofT to the right of Mr, Higgins and ran up 
Yates street; took the pri.^oner ovor on to 
Johnson street to Tomkins' blacksmith 
shop; Tomkins said "why did you knock 
ma down and attempt to rob me?" The 
prisoner said, "It's all yonr own fault; 
why did you buck against UH ?" On biking 
tho piidonar to the gaol the proaecutor 
and the prisoner had some worcis and 
Kelly said " you c.-iu't ma|:o much out of 
it; you won't live long, anyhow." 

lo answer to the prisoner — When wit- 
ness oanght him the prisoner was run- 
ning. 

In answer to his Honor— There were 
only the two men on the lot when be ar- 
lostcd tho prisoner; there were a number 
of men on Johnson street where the shout- 
ing was. 

His Honor said the evidence of tlio pro- 
secutor was not conclusive as to iileiitilicii 
tion, but the other evidence clearly point- 
ed to very su.4picious circumstances, and 
as prisoner had no evidence to call and 
could make no htatcmeut ho inn.st send 
him up for trial at tho next nssizos. 

John Linton, on remand, charged with 
carrying concealoil weapons. 

Buporintoudeut Bowdon, recalled, said 
in answer to Mr. Mills that h- had known 
tho prisoner somo >ear.-i; ho keeps a liiiid 
of variety store un J()lin.--on street; found 
the dertiuf^er in prisoner'.'! right-huiul 
pocket; a gentleman hid coui niaiiieil to 
iiim of l)oing contiuually annoyed by him. 

His Honor ordered tho pritooer to be 
bound over in his own recognizance in 
the sum of 850 to keep the peace for six 
months, or in default one month's impri 
soumeut.

Gordon, M. P. P. for Nanaimo, nd- 
drensed his constitnonts on Monday even- 
ing, Mayor Bates ooonpyiog the chair. 
The Frte Fresa has a long report of the 
proceedings. Mr. Gordon reviewed his 
career in the House and announced his 
continued confidence in the Elliott Gov 
erumoiit. Mr. J. P. Booth, who used to 
misrupreBOiit Cowiehan, but who was 
turned out at the last general election for 
his sins, mounted the stand and 
made a stridulent speech in support of 
the deitd issues of the defunct Ministry; 
but was very neatly cornered by Mr. 
Gordon in his reply. 

Mr. James Harrt)ld followed in Mr 
Booth's wake; but his sickening laudation 
of tho Walkom Government wua cut short 
by Mr. Gordon arraigning that Govern- 
ment for the purchase of damaged cement 
at a cost above that of a good article 
Coun. Nightingale cemented Mr. Gordon's 
charge, saying that in 00 barrels of cement 
ho only got 5 ban el i of good cement, and 
HOme of that had to bo broken with a 
hammer. After this "blast" tho Booths 
and Harrolds wore heard no more, and 
the meeting adjourned with hearty cheers 
for Mayor lUate and Mr. Gordon, 

A Second Escape. — As will bo remem- 
bered, tho barquo Don Nicholas was 
among the vessels in peril on the 21th, 
25th and 26th January last off Sah Fran 
cisoo. We have now to record her second 
oscapo. The Don Nicholas left hero about 
•1:30 p.m. ou Tuesday last in tow of the 
steamer Beaver for Nanaimo. She had 
proceedeil .'omo liitle distance when the 
heavy wind then blowing obliged her to 
put back to lioyal Roads where she an 
ohored. Abont 7 a. m. yesterday, and 
white the gale was at its worst, one of tho 
choin-cables broke and the barque drifted 
in towards shore. Signals of distress 
were sent up, but nltliough there were 
two tug-bniits lying in Esquimalt harbor, 
ouo with steam up, neither i-'aw tho sig- 
nals. Fortunately before the Don Ni- 
cholas got too close the wind dropped and 
tho vessel was saved with the loss of ono 
anchor. Tho cajitain then came ashore in 
his boat, and ou his way mot ono of the 
tugs going out to render tbo assistance 
which was no longer required.

A Christian Steamboat. 

Thc-vo is now before the United States 
Congress a Bill to enable the Baptist As- 
sociation of Puget Sound and British 
Columbia to navigate a vessel for mission- 
ary work. It is proposed to build a 
steamboat of not more than 15 tons bur- 
then and to run it to tho bays, estuario.s, 
inlets, rivers, oto., of Washington Torri- 
tor and this Province in the interest of 
missionary work. There are ceven Baptist 
Churches in the adjoining territoryand one 
in British Columbia, and there aro scores 
of men with families who reside iu cor- 
ners romoto from any aettled pnstorato 
who never, by any ohanco, have the Word 
of God brought to them. If they wish to 
hoar it thoy must travel many miles by 
land or sea. It is ascertained that thttrn 
enter the Straits eaoh ye.ir 16.000 seomen. 
Both of these classes can bo reached with 
the aid of a Hieaniboat convoying mission- 
aries detailed for tho special work from 
port to port. The Bill will relievo such 
steamboat of the port cliaigos usually im- 
posed on vessels entering or departing 
from American portsand the beat may cross 
from shore to shore without observing the 
formality of entering and clearing. It is 
hoped that privileges will be extended lo 
tho Association by the Dominion Govern- 
ment on the same basis as those proposed 
to be conveyed by tne Bill now before 
Congress. 

Suspicions C1BCU.MSTANOE. — About 3 p. 
m. yesterday a Chinamon entered Mr. 
Rod fern's jewelry store, on Government 
street, and wanted to sell some broken 
jewelry in value about .SG. Mr. Rodfi-rn 
thinking there was somet hing suspicious 
about the gold, quietly slipped out after 
a policeman while the clerk kept tho 
Chinaman in the storo, telling him that 
someone had lost some jewelry and that 
Mr. Bedfern had gone to fetch the man.
